
RESOLUTION NO. 2020-022 

ESTABLISH SPEED LIMITS ON CERTAIN COUNTY ROADS 

 
WHEREAS, the Board of Supervisors is empowered under authority of Sections 321.255 and 321.285 to 
determine upon the basis of an engineering and traffic investigation that the speed limit on any secondary 
road is greater than is reasonable and proper under the conditions found to exist, and may determine and 
declare a reasonable and proper speed limit; and 
 
WHEREAS, a rock quarry has recently opened south of Atlantic on 620th Street, creating more industrial 
traffic on surrounding roadways than had previously been; and 
 
WHEREAS, the Board of Supervisors believe the existing conditions warrant the setting of a speed limit 
less than the maximum allowed on roadways without a restricted speed limit; and 
 
WHEREAS, the speed limits as determined by the Board of Supervisors shall be effective when 
appropriate signs giving notice of the speed limits are erected at the portions of secondary roadway;  

 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED by the Cass County Supervisors that speed limits be 
established and signs erected at the locations described as follows: 
 

620th Street from Oxford Road (G43) north to the corporate limits of the city of Atlantic: 40 miles 
per hour speed limit. 
Lansing Road from US Highway 6 to 620th Street:  40 miles per hour speed limit. 
Jasper Road from 620th Street to US Highway 71:  40 miles per hour speed limit.
